OIL PRODUCTION 


OIL CITi", I'a., Feb. 3.—In spite of 


unfavorable weather conditions during 
January 2, 114 wells were completed 
and production aggregated U2.373 bar- 
rels in the oil regions ot the country, 
according-lo the monthly review of the 
Derrick,' made public today. 


The production figures showed an 


Increase of 3,3li barrels more than the 
previous high record of last Novem- 
ber.

drilled, <20 were "dusters" and

produced gas. 


\Vclls being drilled at the close of 


the month numbered 10,155, this being 
the first time In tho history of the 
oil fields that ''new work" passed the 
10.000 mart, the review said.
